Alabama Holds To Tradition 

Alabama voted the straight 
Democratic ticket Tuesday, in ac- 
cordance with her customs and 
traditions, 

Voling was unusually heavy for 
a general election, with the real 
contests having been decided in 
the Democratic primaries, and ob- 
servers believed the total might 
exceed 250,000. 

In 1932, the State gave Roose- 
velt 207,910 votes to 34,675 for 
Hoover, and the Democratic candi- 
date carried all of the 67 counties, 

Several North Alabama coun- 
ties, however, usually poll heavy 
Republican votes, and these coun- 
ties were the principal battle- 
grounds for the two parties this 
year. 

In Most South Alabama coun- 
ties, Republicans do not noiinate 
tickets. Four of the nine Demo- 
cratic Congressional nominees 
were without opposition, and elec- 
tion of the other five was consid- 
ered a formality. 
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Coffee County voters rolled up 
a splendid vote for the Democratic 
ticket at the polls Tuesday, the 
result being 3,180 for the party 
candidates against 111 for the
